NO: 2 o r a salt thereof wherein said fibrotic disease is lung fibrosis or liver fibrosis. 

The method according to claim 46, wherein the fibrotic disease 
is lung fibrosis. 

48 (previously presented). The method according to claim 46, wherein the polypeptide is 

glycosylated at one or more sites. 

49 (previously presented). The method according to claim 46, wherein the polypeptide 
comprising SEQ ID NO: 2 is a fusion protein. 

5 0 (previously presented). The method according to claim 49, wherein the fusion protein 
comprises an immunoglobulin Fc region fused to SEQ ID NO: 2.

The method according to claim 46, wherein a composition 
comprising an interferon is administered to said patient simultaneously, sequentially, or separately 
with a composition comprising a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier and SEQ ID NO: 2. 

60 (previously presented). The method according to claim 46, wherein said fibrotic 

disease is liver fibrosis. 

61 (new). The method according to claim 46, wherein said composition comprises a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier and a polypeptide comprising SEQ ID NO: 2. 

62 (new). The method according to claim 46, wherein said composition comprises a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier and a salt of a polypeptide comprising SEQ ID NO: 2. 

63 (new). The method according to claim 62, wherein said salt is a sodium, calcium, 
ammonium, ferric or zinc salt. 

64 (new). The method according to claim 62, wherein said salt is a triethanolamine, 
arginine, lysine, piperidine or procaine salt. 

65 (new). The method according to claim 62, wherein said salt is an acid addition salt. 

66 (new). The method according to claim 65, wherein said acid addition salt formed by 
the addition of hydrochloric, sulfuric, acetic or oxalic acid. 
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
